Prior to Installation 

• Check the refrigerator/freezer for transport damage. Under no 
circumstances should a damaged appliance be installed! In the event 
of damage, please contact your retailer. 

Installation 

• This appliance is heavy. Care should be taken when moving it. 

• It is dangerous to alter the specifications or attempt to modify this 
product in any way. 

• Ensure that the appliance does not stand on the electrical supply 
cable. If the supply cable is damaged, it must be replaced by a cable 
available from your local Service Force Centre. 

• Make sure that the power plug is not squashed or damaged by the 
back of the fridge/freezer. A damaged power plug may overheat and 
cause a fire. 

• If the power plug socket is loose, do not insert the power plug. There 
is a risk of electric shock or fire. 

• Any electrical work required to install this appliance should be carried 
out by a qualified electrician or competent person. 

• Parts which heat up should not be exposed. Whenever possible, the 
back of the appliance should be close to a wall, but leaving the 
required distance for ventilation, as stated in the installation 
instructions. 

• The appliance should be left for 2 hours after installation before it is 
turned on, in order to allow the refrigerant to settle. 

Refrigerant 

The refrigerant isobutane (R600a) is contained within the refrigerant 
circuit of the appliance, a natural gas with a high level of 
environmental compatibility, which is nevertheless flammable. 

• During transportation and installation of the appliance, be certain 
that none of the components of the refrigerant circuit become 
damaged.

• If the refrigerant eireuit should beeome damaged: 

- avoid open flames and sourees of ignition; 

- thoroughly ventilate the room in whieh the applianee is situated. 

Child Safety 

• Do not allow ehildren to tamper with the eontrols or play with the 
produet.

• Do not remove items from the freezer eompartment if your hands are 
damp/wet, as this eould eause skin abrasions or frost/freezer burns. 

• Bottles and eans must not be plaeed in the freezer. They ean burst 
when the eontents freeze. 

• Manufaeturers' reeommended storage times should be adhered to. 
Refer to relevant instruetions. 

Maintenance and Cleaning 

• Before eleaning, always switeh off the applianee and diseonneetfrom 
the eleetrieal supply. 

• When unplugging always pull the plug from the mains soeket, do not 
pull on the eable. Damage to the eord may eause a short eireuit, fire 
and/or eleetrie shoek.

Appliance Transport 


Two persons are required to transport the appliance. Two handles are 
provided on the back of the appliance at the top to enable a better 
hold. Before transporting, the plinth cover must be removed to prevent 
damage. 

1. To remove the plinth cover from 
the stops, tilt downwards and then 
pull forwards. 

Important: Do not damage door 
contact (if present) 

2. Grip the appliance with the 
recessed handles positioned as 
in the drawing, and transport 
the appliance. 
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3. In order to push the applianee into its final position, press earefully at 
the top of the door and tip the applianee baek slightly. The weight is 
thus transferred to the baek wheels and the applianee ean be easily 
pushed. 

4. When the applianee is standing in the desired plaee, attaeh the plinth 
eover. Make sure that the door eontaet (if present) is not damaged and 
that it engages in the eorresponding aperture in the plinth eover. 

Before Use 


Packaging 

1. Remove all adhesive tape and paekaging from the interior of the appli¬ 
anee. 



Any remnants of adhesive ean be removed with white spirit. 


2. Remove the transport proteetion pieees and pull off the adhesive tape. 




3. Wash the inside of the applianee with lukewarm water with a little 
biearbonate of soda added (5 ml to 0.5 litre of water). Do not use soap 
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or detergent as the smell may linger. 
Remove the transport fittings from 
the storage shelves: 

4. Slide the fittings seeuring the shelf 
forward to the thieker seetlon on 
the edge of the storage shelf. 

5. Slide the storage shelf far enough 
forward so that it ean be hinged 
downwards and the fittings ean be 
removed from the guides. 


Fitting the Door Handles 


Dry the applianee thoroughly. 




To keep the amount of paekaging down and to reduee the size for 
transporting, the door handles are not mounted when the applianee is 
delivered. 


j\ Take care! Do not tighten screws too tightly (max. 2 Nm), the door 
handles could be damaged. 

The handles are packed separately on the padding in front of the door, 
the brackets and screws inside the appliance. 

To mount, lay the appliance carefully on its back, if necessary. Use a 
piece of padding or a blanket as protection under the appliance. 

1. Screw the top door bracket to the 
door handle (1). Mount the 
bottom door bracket to the 
bottom of the door (2). 

Important: Ensure door handle is 
correctly positioned 


2. Mount top door bracket on the 
top of the door (3) and screw 
handle to bottom door bracket 
(4). 
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Installation 

Installation Location 

The appliance should be installed in a well ventilated, dry room. 
Energy use and efficient performance of the appliance is affected by 
the ambient temperature. 

The appliance should therefore 

- not be exposed to direct sunlight; 

- not be installed next to radiators, cookers or other sources of heat; 

- only be installed at a location whose ambient temperature 
corresponds to the climate classification, for which the appliance is 
designed. 

The climate classification can be found on the rating plate, which is 
located at the left on the inside of the appliance. 

The following table shows which ambient temperature is correct for 
each climate classification:

If installation next to a source of heat is unavoidable, the following 
minimum clearances must be maintained at the sides of the appliance: 

- for electric cookers 3 cm; 

- for oil and coal fired ranges 30 cm. 

If these clearances cannot be maintained a heat insulating pad is requi¬ 
red between the cooker and the refrigeration appliance. 
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Installation 


The refrigerator/freezer needs ventilation 


Air is fed under the door through the 
vent slots in the base and is exhausted 
upwards along the baek wall. To ensure 
proper air eireulation never eover or 
alter the vent openings. 

Important! If the applianee is installed 
under a hanging eabinet, a elearanee of 
at least 10 em between the top of the 
applianee and the eabinet above It must 
be maintained. 

Please eheek whether, after Installing 
your applianee and espeeially after 
reversing the door, the door seal seals 
tightly. A badly fitting door seal may 
lead to heavy frosting and a higher 
power eonsumption (see also "What to 
do If..."). 



Appliance Alignment 


The applianee must be level. 

1. Please level out unevennesses in the 
floor by serewing the two adjustable 
front feet In or out using the 13 mm 
spanner supplied. To do this remove 
the plinth panel (see ehapter 
"Transporting the applianee") 
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Installation 


Electrical Connection 

Any electrical work required to install this appliance should be carried 
out by a qualified electrician or competent person.

The manufacturer declines any liability should these safety measures 
not be observed. 


Before switching on, make sure the electricity supply voltage is the 
same as that indicated on the appliance rating plate. The rating plate is 
inside, on the left. 


The appliance is supplied with a 13 amp plug fitted. In the event of 
having to change the fuse in the plug supplied, a 13 amp ASTA 
approved (BS 1362) fuse must be used.

As the colours of the wires in the 
mains lead of this appliance may 
not correspond with the coloured 
markings indentifying the 
terminals in your plug, proceed 
as follows:

Cord Clamp 


1. The wire coloured green and 
yellow must be connected to 
the terminal marked with the 
letter "E" or by the earth 

symbol © or coloured green and yellow.

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Reversing The Door 

The door hinges ean be ehanged from right (as supplied) to left if 
required to suit the loeation where the applianee is installed. 


Warning! Unplug from the mains, before reversing the door. 


1. Open the freezer eompartment 
door and remove the plinth to 
the front. Move the door bearing 
eover on the plinth from the left 
to the right. 



2. Close the freezer eompartment 
door. Open the fridge eompart¬ 
ment door and unserew the 
retaining serew for the self-elos- 
ing meehanism on the top of the 
freezer eompartment door. 




3. With the freezer eompartment 
door elosed, remove the eross- 
head serews from the lower door 
bearing and remove the door 
bearing downwards. 


4. Move the bearing pivot from the 
right to the left hand hole. 
Remove the freezer eompartment 
door earefully to the front and 
plaee on one side. 
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Reversing The Door 


5. Unscrew the eentre door bearing. 

6. Remove the fridge eompartment 
door earefully to the front and 
plaee on one side. 



7. Unserew the retaining serew for 
the self-elosing meehanism on the 
bottom of the fridge eompart¬ 
ment door. 


8. Move the upper bearing pivot to 
the left. 


9. Unserew the top handle braeket 
from the handle rod (1). Unserew 
the bottom handle braeket from 
the door (2).

Berries and vegetables, for example, 
ean be pre-frozen on the freezer tray. 



Advantage: The berries are not squeezed and maintain their natural 
form. The frozen berries ean then be stored in eompartments or drawers 
paekaged in individual portions. 


Cold Accumulation Block 


A eold aeeumulation bloek is enelosed with the applianee. 



In the event of power failure or a malfunetion of the applianee, the 
eold aeeumulation bloek will inerease the hold over period by several 
hours. The eold aeeumulation bloek will be most effeetive when plaeed 
at the front of the upper freezer tray. 

When defrosting the applianee plaee the eold aeeumulation bloek on 
top of the frozen food to keep it eold. 


The bloek may also be used in a eool bag to keep the temperature of 
food down during transportation.

Temperature setting buttons 

I + II Z I The temperature is adjusted using the 
- (WARMER) and (COLDER) buttons. 

These buttons are eonneeted to the temperature display. 

• The temperature display is switehed over from the display of the 
ACTUAL temperature (Temperature display is illuminated) to the dis¬ 
play of the DESIRED temperature (Temperature display flashes) by 
pressing one of the two buttons, „+" (WARMER) or (COLDER). 

• Eaeh time one of the two buttons is pressed again the DESIRED tem¬ 
perature is adjusted by 1 °C.

Onee the COOLMATIC- or the EROSTMATIC funetion has been switehed 
on the DESIRED temperature that was set originally for the fridge or 
the freezer eannot be ehanged. 


Temperature Displays 




The temperature displays shows several 
types of information. 


• During normal operation, the temperature eurrently present in the 
fridge or the freezer eompartment (ACTUAL temperature) is displayed. 

• When the temperature is being adjusted a flashing display indieates 
the fridge or the freezer eompartment temperature eurrently set 
(DESIRED temperature). 

• If there is a fault in the applianee the temperature display shows: 

- a square or a letter in the temperature display of the fridge for a 
fault in the fridge, 

- a square or a letter in the temperature display of the freezer for a 
fault in the freezer. 
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ALARM OFF button 


With the ALARM OFF button, the aeoustie warning signal 
I I ean be switehed off, e.g. the "Open Door" warning when 
sorting in or out, the food to be ehilled or frozen. 

When there is a temperature warning for the freezer eompartment, if 
the ALARM OFF button is aetivated, the temperature display will show 
the warmest temperature the frozen food has reaehed. 

Prior to Initial Start-Up 

/(\ Before eonneeting the applianee to the mains and putting it into ope- 
ration for the first time, leave the applianee to stand for 30 minutes if 
was transported upright After transport on its side, the applianee must 
be left to stand for 2 hours before putting it into operation. This is 
neeessary to allow the oil to flow baek into the eompressor. Otherwise 
the eompressor may be damaged. 

1^ 1. Please elean the applianee interior and all aeeessories prior to initial 
start-up (see seetion: "Maintenanee and Cleaning"). 

2. The applianee must be eorreetly installed in aeeordanee with the ehap- 
ter "Installation" before it is put into operation for the first time. Care 
should be espeeially taken that the mains voltage and fregueney avail¬ 
able eorrespond with the applianee's rating plate. 

3. Remove the eold aeeumulation bloek from the applianee. 

4. Plaee the eold aeeumulation bloek into a drawer only after the optimal 
storage temperature of-18 °C has been reaehed, and allow to freeze. 

5. After 24 hours plaee the eold aeeumulation bloek at the freezer tray or 
at the front of the upper drawer. 

6. Re-freeze the thawed eold aeeumulation bloek in the same fashion, e.g. 
after eleaning the applianee. 
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Initial Start-Up 

1. Insert plug into mains socket. 

2. Press the ON/OFF button. 

The green power indicator lights up. A warning tone sounds and the 
flashing red warning light indicates that the required storage tempera¬ 
ture has not yet been reached. The temperature displays shows the cur¬ 
rent, actual refrigerator and freezer temperature. The compressor will 
start and then run automatically. 

3. Press the ALARM OFF button to switch off the warning tone. 

4. Set the refrigerator to the desired temperature (see section: "Tempera¬ 
ture Adjustment"). 

f j I Goods to be refrigerated can be loaded immediately after switching on, 

— because the storage temperature in the refrigerator is quickly reached. 

5. Set the freezer temperature to -18 °C or colder (see section: "Tempera¬ 
ture Adjustment"). 

f Jl Do not load freezer with goods until a temperature of-18 °C has been 

— reached, or until the red warning indicator light has gone out. 
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Temperature Adjustment 

With the individual temperature setting buttons the desired 
temperatures in the refrigerator and in the freezer eompartment ean be 
adjusted independently of one another. 

1. Press either the „+" (WARMER) or (COLDER) button. 

The temperature display switehes over and the DESIRED temperature 
eurrently set flashes on the temperature display. 

2. To adjust to a warmer temperature, press the „+" (WARMER) button. To 
adjust to a eolder temperature, press the (COLDER) button. The 
ehanged setting is immediately displayed on the temperature display. 
Eaeh time the button is pressed the temperature is adjusted by 1 °C. 
Adjustable temperature range for the freezer eompartment: 

-15°Cto -24 °C. 

Adjustable temperature range for the refrigerator eompartment: 

+2 °C to +8 °C, +15 °C (Eloliday mode) 

I j I Note: Erom a food seienee point of view, +5 °C for the refrigerator 
— eompartment and -18 °C for the freezer eompartment should be eonsi- 
dered eold enough as a storage temperature. 

3. Onee the required temperature has been set, after a short period 
(approx. 5 see.) the temperature display will ehange and again indieate 
the eurrent ACTUAL temperature inside the fridge or freezer eompart¬ 
ment. The display ehanges from flashing to illuminated numbers. 
Important! Please eheek the red warning display and temperature dis¬ 
play regularly to assure maintenanee of the storage temperature. 
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COOLMATIC/FROSTMATIC 


COOLMATIC 


COOLMATIC COOLMATIC function is suited for quick cooling of 

I -1 large quantities of goods in the refrigerator, e.g. drinks 

and salads for a party or wedding. 

1. The COOLMATIC function is switched on by pressing the COOLMATIC 
button. The yellow light illuminates. 

The COOLMATIC function now gives intensive cooling. A DESIRED tem¬ 
perature of +2 °C is automatically selected. The COOLMATIC function is 
ended automatically after a period of 6 hours. The appliance will then 
return to the originally selected DESIRED temperature . The tempera¬ 
ture display shows the ACTUAL refrigerator temperature. 

2. The COOLMATIC function can be ended manually at any time by press¬ 
ing the COOLMATIC button again. The yellow light goes out. 


FROSTMATIC 


froSatic EROSTMATIC function provides for quick freezing of 

I- 1 fresh food products, and at the same time protects 

^^ previously stored goods against undesired warming in the 
freezer compartment. 

1. The EROSTMATIC function is switched on by pressing the EROSTMATIC 
button. The yellow light illuminates. 

2. The EROSTMATIC function can be ended manually at any time by press¬ 
ing the EROSTMATIC button again. The yellow light goes out. 

If the EROSTMATIC function is not ended manually, the appliance elec¬ 
tronics switch off the EROSTMATIC function after approx. 50 hours. The 
yellow light goes out. 
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Switching the Appliance Off 

I jl Refrigerator and freezer eompartments ean be switehed off 

— independently of one another. 

B®" I.To switeh off the applianee, hold down the ON/OFF button. This will 
result in a eountdown from "3" to "1" taking plaee in the temperature 
displays. On reaehing "1" the fridge and freezer eompartment will 
switeh off. The temperature displays and the mains power light will go 
off. 

Switching off the refrigerator: 

I.To switch off the refrigerator, hold down the "+" button for the refrig¬ 
erator until „0F" is shown in the temperature display. Then again press 
and hold down the "+" button. After a short time a countdown from 
"3" to "1" is taking place in the temperature display for the refrigerator. 
On reaching "1" the refrigerator will switch off. The temperature dis¬ 
play will go off. 

Switching off the freezer:

If the appliance is not to be used for an extended period:

2. Remove the mains plug or switch off. 

3. Defrost freezer compartment and clean the appliance thoroughly (see 
section: "Maintenance and Cleaning"). 

4. Leave the doors open to avoid accumulation of odours. 
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Holiday Mode 

In the holiday mode the temperature for the refrigerator is approxi¬ 
mately + 15 °C. In the holiday mode it is therefore possible to leave the 
door of the empty refrigerator elosed during periods of extended 
absenee. Advantage: Unintentional elosing of the door, or aeeidental 
elosing of the door by persons who have aeeess to your home during 
your absenee, is no longer possible. Without the holiday mode leaving 
the door elosed would lead to the aeeumulation of odours and mould. 
After emptying and eleaning the applianee, proeeed as follows: 

1. To set the holiday mode, press the „+" (WARMER) or (COLDER) but¬ 
ton. 

The temperature display will ehange and indieate in flashing numbers 
the DESIRED temperature that is eurrently set. 

2. Press the „+" (WARMER) button until the temperature display indieates 
El (for holiday). The temperature shown in the temperature display will 
ehange in steps of 1 °C until it reaehes +8 °C. After +8 °C the value 

+ 15 °C will appear in the display with the letter El. The fridge is now 
operating in energy-saving holiday mode. 

[ i I To switeh the fridge baek to normal operation, press the (COLDER) 
— button. 

Important! Do not store any goods in the refrigerator when the holiday 
mode is in operation. The temperature is regulated at about +15 °C 
when the holiday mode is in operation. This is too warm for food pro¬ 
duets. 
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Control and Information Systems 

The control and information systems consist of temperature displays, 
an optical warning display and an acoustic warning. 

The system warns: 

- when first switching on the appliance (when the storage temperature 
has not yet been attained); 

- when the appliance doors are open 

- if the temperature in the refrigerator or freezer compartment is too 
high; 

- if there are functional faults with the appliance. 

"Open Door"-Warning 

If the fridge or freezer door is left open the red warning display will 
flash and an acoustic warning tone will sound 

- after approx. 80 seconds if the freezer door is left open 

- after approx. 5 minutes if the fridge door is left open 

If you need more time to load or rearrange refrigerated or frozen foods, 
you can switch off the warning tone by pressing the ALARM OFF but¬ 
ton. 

If the doors are still left open the warning tone will sound again at the 
end of the appropriate period of time. 

The red warning display will go off when the doors are closed. 

Temperature Warning 

For the fridge: 

The red warning display flashes and a warning tone sounds as soon as 
the temperature in the fridge rises to more than +11 °C. 

I.You can switch off the warning tone using the ALARM OFF button. 

i j I Both warning display and audible warning are automatically switched 
— off, when the temperature in the fridge falls to lower than +12 °C. 
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For the freezer: 

The red warning display flashes and a warning tone sounds as soon as 
the temperature in the freezer rises to more than -12 °C. In addition 
the freezer temperature display flashes. 

I.You ean switeh off the warning tone using the ALARM OFF button. 

The freezer temperature display stops flashing and displays the warm¬ 
est temperature that has been reaehed in the freezer during the tem¬ 
perature alarm. After approx. 5 seeonds the temperature display reverts 
to the eurrent freezer temperature. 

f j I The warning tone switehes off automatieally if the temperature in the 
— freezer falls to lower than -11 °C. The red warning indieator light and 
the temperature display eontinue to flash. 

If the possibility of partial or eomplete thawing exists, you should 
eheek the quality of the foods. 

A rise in temperature may be eaused by: 

- frequent door opening for long periods of time; 

- loading with large quantities of warm foods; 

- high ambient temperature; 

- an error with the applianee. 

Function Errors 

If the eleetronies in the applianee deteets a teehnieal defeet that has to 
be reetified by the eustomer, the temperature display indieates: 

- a square or a letter in the temperature display of the fridge for a fault 
in the fridge, 

- a square or a letter in the temperature display of the freezer for a 
fault in the freezer. 

Opening the Freezer Compartment Door 

If the freezer eompartment door is elosed when the applianee is in 
operation, it is possible that it eannot be immediately opened again. A 
vaeuum oeeurs in the freezer eompartment whieh holds the door elosed 
until pressure has been equalised. The door ean be opened again after 
several minutes. 
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Interior Accessories 


storage Shelves 

A storage shelf must be inserted into the lower guide traek above the 
fruit and vegetable drawer. It must always remain in this position, so 
that fruits and vegetables remain fresh longer. 

The remaining storage shelves ean 
be adjusted to various heights: 

1. Pull the storage shelf forward until 
it ean be tipped up or down and 
removed. 

2. To insert at a different height use 
the same proeedure in reverse. 



Adjustment for tall items: 

1. Remove the front half of the two- 
part vario glass storage shelf and 
insert it at a different level. Spaee is 
then gained for storage of tall items 
on the storage shelf below.

The door eompartments ean be pulled up and removed, and inserted at 
other positions as needed. 


Salad bin 


The salad bin ean be divided into 
seetions by inserting the dividers.

2. If the large divider is inserted in 
the middle of the drawer the right 
hand side ean be further divided 
by inserting the small divider in 
the middle or rear position.

Plaee bottles in the raek with the 
bottleneek to the front. 

Important: Only store unopened 
bottles horizontally.

I.To do this pull the bottle raek for¬ 
ward until it ean be tilted 
upwards, then slide the front sup¬ 
port into the next level up. 


Bottle Holder 




Some models are equipped with a 
bottle holder in the bottle eompart- 
ment. This is used to prevent 
individual bottles from falling over 
and ean be slid sideways. 
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Correct storage 

For physical reasons, the refrigerator 
eompartment has different temperature 
zones. The eoldest zone is on the lowest 
storage shelf immediately above the 
salad bin. Warmer zones are the upper 
storage shelves and door raeks. The 
arrangement (see fig.) indieates where 
different types of food are best stored to 
make the most of temperature 
variations. 

For instanee, the shelf immediately 
above the fruit and vegetable drawers 
should be 5 °C for safe storage of meat 
and fish produets. In order to eheek that 
the applianee is at 5 °C on the lowest 
shelf you ean earry out the following 
test yourself: 

1. Plaee a eup of water in the eentre of the 
said shelf with a thermometer inside. 

2. Leave the fridge door elosed overnight and eheek the temperature first 
thing in the morning. 

3. At this point the temperature should read no more than 5 °C; if it does, 
you need to adjust the temperature regulator to a eolder setting. 

For further information on keeping food eool and safe a guide 
published by the Ministry of Agrieulture, Fisheries and Food is available 
and ean be obtained free of eharge by eontaeting:

Tip: Food stored in the refrigerator eompartment should always be 
eovered or paeked so that they do not dry out, lose their flavour, or 
transfer their flavour to any other refrigerated food. The following are 
suitable for paeking: 

- polyethylene bags; 

- plastie eontainers with lids; 

- speeial plastie eovers with rubber retainers; 

- aluminium foil. 
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Freezing 

Except for the bottom drawer, whieh serves only for storage purposes, 
all eompartments and drawers In the freezer eompartment are suitable 
for freezing fresh food. 

Warning! 

• Before foods are frozen, the aetual temperature In the freezer 
eompartment must be -18 °C or eolder. 

• Please observe Indleated freezing eapaelty on the rating plate. The 
freezing eapaelty represents the maximum amount of fresh goods 
that ean be frozen within 24 hours. If you freeze goods on several 
days, one after the other, freeze amounts equal to 2/3 to 3/4 of the 
eapaelty Indleated on the rating plate. 

• When freezing large quantities of food, plaee the frozen aeeumula- 
tlon bloek at the front Into the top drawer In the freezing eompart¬ 
ment. 

• Thawed foods whieh have not been proeessed further (eooked Into 
meals) may not under any elreumstanees be frozen a seeond time. 

1. For freezing the maximum eapaelty press the FROSTMATIC button 24 
hours prior to freezing, or 4 to 6 hours for smaller quantities. Yellow 
Indleator lights up. 

I The FROSTMATIC button need not be pressed for freezing of small 

— quantities of up to 3 kg. 

2. All foods must be paeked air tight prior to freezing, so that they do not 
dry out or lose their flavour, and so that no flavour eontamlnatlon of 
other frozen goods oeeurs. 

Caution! Do not toueh frozen goods with wet hands. Elands ean freeze 
to the goods. 

3. Plaee paekaged goods In the drawers. Unfrozen goods may not eome 
Into eontaet with already frozen goods, otherwise the frozen goods 
may start to thaw. 

I The appllanee eleetronles automatleally switeh the FROSTMATIC fune- 

— tion off after a period of approx. 50 hours. The yellow Indleator light 
goes out. You ean also stop the FROSTMATIC funetlon manually by 
pressing the FROSTMATIC button again. 
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Tips: 

• The following are suited for the paekaging of frozen goods: 

- freezer bags and polyethylene wraps; 

- plastie eontainers for frozen foods; 

- extra-thiek aluminium foil 

• The following are suited for sealing bags and wraps: 
plastie elips, rubber bands or adhesive tape. 

• Press air out of bags and wraps before sealing, beeause air 
eneourages drying of frozen goods. 

• Make flat paekages, beeause these freeze more quiekly. 

• Do not fill plastie eontainers for frozen foods to the brim with liquid 
or paste-like goods, beeause liquids expand during freezing. 


Frozen Storage 


Warning! Before initial loading of the freezer eompartment with 
previously frozen goods, the required storage temperature of-18 °C 
must be reaehed. 

• Load freezer only with paekaged frozen goods, so that they do not 
dry out or lose their flavour, and so that no flavour eontamination of 
other frozen goods ean oeeur. 

• Please observe maximum storage times and expiry dates of frozen 
goods. 



When possible store frozen goods separately aeeording to type in 
drawers.

The lower value applies to foods with high fat eontent. 
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Preparation of Ice Cubes 

1. Fill ice cube tray 3/4 full with cold water and place in a drawer and 
allow to freeze. 

2. To remove the finished ice cubes twist the ice cube tray or hold under 
running water for a short time. 

Warning! Do not, under any circumstances, free an ice tray which is 
frozen to the appliance with pointed or sharp edged objects. Use a 
spoon-handle or similar object. 

Defrosting 

The refrigerator is defrosted automatieally 

The electronics start the defrosting cycle in the refrigerator every time 
the compressor stops. 

The water collects in the discharge trough at the back wall of the 
refrigerator, and is fed through the discharge opening in the catch tray 
at the compressor where it is evaporated. 


Freezer Compartment Defrosting 

Moisture is precipitated in the form of white frost in the freezer 
compartment during operation and when the door is opened, especially 
in the middle at the top. Remove this white frost from time to time 
with a soft plastic scraper, e.g. a dough scraper. Do not under any 
circumstances use hard or pointed objects for this purpose. 

The appliance should be defrosted when the thickness of the white 
frost has reached about 4 mm; but at least once a year in any case. A 
convenient time for defrosting is anytime when the appliance is empty, 
or only minimally loaded. 

/j\ Warning! 

• Do not use electrical heating appliances or any other mechanical or 
artificial devices to speed up the defrosting process, with the 
exception of those recommended in these operating instructions. 

• Do not use defrosting sprays, because they may be health 
endangering and/or contain substances damaging to plastics. 

1. About 12 hours prior to defrosting push the FROSTMATIC button, in 
order to build up sufficient chill reserve for the interruption in opera¬ 
tion. 
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Caution! Do not touch frozen goods with wet hands. Hands ean freeze 
to the goods. 

2. Remove frozen goods, paek them in several layers of newspaper, eover 
them and store them In a eool plaee. 

3. Switeh off the appllanee and remove plug from the mains, or dlseon- 
neet from the eleetrlelty supply. 

4. Remove all the drawers. Plaee the 
bottom drawer direetly in front of 
the applianee to eolleet the water 
from defrosting. Take out the 
water drain spout from its resting 
position at the bottom of the 
freezer eompartment and plaee it 
as shown. 

Tip: In order to speed up the 
defrosting proeess, plaee a pot of hot water in the freezer 
eompartment. In addition, remove pieees of iee that break away before 
defrosting iseomplete. 

5. After defrosting thoroughly elean the freezer interior, as well as interior 
aeeessories (see seetion: "Maintenanee and Cleaning"). 

Hints and Tips 

Normal Operating Sounds 

• You may hear faint gurgling or bubbling sounds when the refrigerant 
is pumped through the eoils or tubing at the rear, to the eooling 
plate/evaporator. 

• When the eompressor is on, the refrigerant is being pumped round 
and you will hear a whirring sound or pulsating noise from the 
eompressor. 

• A thermostat eontrols the eompressor and you will hear a faint eliek 
when the thermostat euts in and out. 

Food Storage 

To obtain the best performanee from your refrigerator/freezer: 

• Do not store warm food or evaporating liquids. 

• Do not store food uneovered. 
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• Keep the time between buying ehilled food and plaeing it in your 
freezer as short as possible. 

• Do not push food together too mueh, try to allow air to eireulate 
around eaeh item. 



Energy Saving Advice 


• Do not install the applianee elose to sourees of heat, sueh as a eooker, 
dishwasher or radiator. 

• Loeate the applianee in a eool well ventilated room and make sure 
that the air openings of the applianee are not obstrueted. 

• Always leave warm food to eool down to room temperature before 
plaeing in the freezer eompartment. 

• Try to avoid keeping the door open for long periods or opening the 
door too frequently as warm air will enter the eabinet and eause the 
eompressor to switeh on unneeessarily often. 

• Ensure there are no obstruetions preventing the door from elosing 
properly. 


Maintenance and Cleaning 

Before any maintenance or cleaning work is carried out DISCONNECT 
the appliance from the ELECTRICITY supply. 

Warning! 

• Do not use detergents, abrasive powders, highly perfumed cleaning 
products, wax polishes or cleaning products containing bleach or 
alcohol. 

• Never clean the appliance with a steam cleaner. Moisture could accu¬ 
mulate in electrical components, danger of electrical shock! Elot 
vapours can lead to the damage of plastic parts. 

• The appliance must be dry before it is placed back into service. 

Attention! 

• Ethereal oils and organic solvents can attack plastic parts, e. g. 

- lemon juice or the juice from orange peals; 

- butyric acid; 

- cleansers which contain acetic acid. 

Do not allow such substances to come into contact with appliance 
parts. 

• Do not use any abrasive products. 
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Maintenance and Cleaning 


Internal Cleaning 

I j j If the refrigerator only is to be eleaned, press the FROSTMATIC button 

— several hours in advanee, in order to build up suffieient ehill reserve in 
the freezer eompartment for the interruption in serviee. Do not open 
the freezer eompartment door. 

1. Press the FROSTMATIC button several hours in advanee, in order to 
build up suffieient ehill reserve in the frozen food for the interruption 
in serviee. 

Caution! Do nottoueh frozen goods with wet hands. Flands ean freeze 
to the goods. 

2. Remove frozen food, wrap it in several layers of newspaper and store it, 
eovered, in a eool plaee. Plaee the eold aeeumulation bloek on top of 
the frozen food to keep it eold. 

3. Switeh off the aplianee and remove plug from the mains, or diseonneet 
from the eleetrieity supply. 

4. Defrost the freezer eompartment (see seetion: "Defrosting"). 

5. Clean the inside and aeeessories with warm water and biearbonate of 
soda (5 ml to 0.5 litre of water). 

6. Rinse and dry thoroughly. 

I j j To pull out the salad bin, lift it over the loeks on the sliding rail. Tilt the 

— drawer downwards and pull it out. Assemble in opposite order. 

7. Regularly eheek the door seals and wipe elean to ensure they are elean 
and free from debris. 

8. Regularly unbloek the eondensation water drainage hole in the rear 
wall of the refrigeration ehamber with the aid of a pieee of wire. 


External Cleaning 



Warning! 

• There are sharp edges on the underside of the produet so eare should 
be taken when eleaning. 


• Do not use abrasive produets 
1. Wash the outer eabinet with warm soapy water. 


2. Rinse and dry thoroughly. 



Important: Do not use eleaning agents for stainless steel or other 
aggressive or abrasive eleaning agents. The proteetive eoat of laequer 
on the stainless steel surfaee ean be damaged by these. 
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Maintenance and Cleaning 


The coat of lacquer protects against finger prints and therefore 
additional cleaning agents and maintenance products are no longer 
required. 



Accumulation of dust at the condenser increases energy consumption. 
For this reason carefully clean the condenser at the back of the 
appliance once a year with a soft brush or a vacuum cleaner. 


3. After everything is dry place appliance back into service. 


Replacing the light bulb 



For safety reasons the interior lighting switches off after 7 minutes 
when the door is open. It switches on again the next time the door is 
opened. 


j\ Warning! Danger of electrical shock! Before replacing the light bulb 
switch off the appliance and remove the mains plug.

Technical Terminology 

• Refrigerant 

Liquids that can be used to a generate a cooling effect are known as 
refrigerants. They have a relatively low boiling-point, indeed so low, 
that the warmth from the food stored in the fridge or freezer can 
cause the refrigerant to boil and vaporise. 

• Refrigerant Cireuit 

Closed circulation system that contains the refrigerant. The 
refrigerant circuit comprises primarily of an evaporator, a compressor, 
a condenser and pipe work. 

• Evaporator 

The refrigerant is evaporated in the evaporator. Similar to all other 
liquids, refrigerant requires heat to evaporate. This heat is removed 
from the interior of the appliance, as a result the interior is cooled. 
The evaporator is therefore located inside the appliance or placed in 
foam immediately behind the inner wall and thus not visible. 

• Compressor 

The compressor looks like a small drum. It is driven by a built-in 
electric motor and is mounted on the base of the appliance at the 
rear. The task of the compressor is to draw in vaporised refrigerant 
from the evaporator, to compress it, and to pass it on to the 
condenser. 

• Condenser 

The condenser normally has the form of a grid. The refrigerant 
compressed in the compressor is liquefied in the condenser. During 
this process, heat is released to the surrounding air at the surface of 
the condenser. The condenser is mounted on the base of the 
appliance.
